their home. 
The mystery of her dis- 


appearance on Friday last has been 
dispelled and the case resolves itself 
Into nothing more than a naive child- 
ish escapade with no other explana- 
tion than a sudden desire to see the 
world, : Boston in particular, and a 
wish to be independent and to work 
lor a living. 


Aside from the natural relaxation 


that has set in, she is little the worse 
for her wandering. 
Dr. Seibert, the 


Boas family physician, spent half an 
hour with the girl last evening aud an- 
nounced afterward that she was in 
perfect health. 
He said her trip was 


merely the result of a childish whim. 


"She Is growing," he said, "and 


she was seized with one of those in- 
explainable notions children have, and 
followed the fancy. 
She had been 


thinking of going to Boston for some 
time. 
For two weeks she had been 


saving her money for the trip." 


With the first shock of the meeting 


with her parents over, the child told 
more of her movements in Boston.

Constantinople, 
April 
27.—The 


deposition of Sultan Abdul Hainid ap- 
pears now to be certain and the 101 
guns saluting Mahemmed Rechad Ef- 
fendi as the new ruler of the empire 
probably will be heard before the next 
selamlik on Friday. 


The dignitaries of the church care 


as little for Abdul Hamid as does the 
Committee of Union and Progress, 
but the higher clergy are seeking to 
curb the agitation of the enthusiasts 
of the Mohammedan league. 
Sena- 


tors and deputies who have inquired 
among the ulcmas find them favorable 
to the sultan's removal. 


A caucus of senators and deputies 


Monday determined to make an ef- 
fort to compel him to abdicate under 
the ecclesiastical law, by the terms of 
which a decree may be issued by the 
Sheik-Ul-lslam, the highest authority 
of Mohammedanism next to the sul- 
tan, pronouncing the 
sultau, as in- 


capable of ruling. 


The grounds upon which the issu- 


ance of a canonical rescript will be 
demanded are that'the sultan's su- 
premacy is harmful to the. church, 
contrary to the sacred law and unjust 
to the Turkish people. 
The program 


as agreed upon at the caucus is that 
a demand shall be made for the abdi- 
cation of Abdul Hamid pimultaneous- 
ly from 
the 
highest court of the 


church, from the national assembly 
and from the military chiefs. 
The 


sultan will be offered a palace and 
liberal allowances. 


The parliamentary leaders wish to 


discuss this program at a public sit- 
ting before they approach the Sheik- 
Ul-Islam on the subject, for it is with 
this, man, who lives a secluded life 
of a mysterious, semi-holy character, 
in the popular belief, that the diffi- 
culty lies. 
He is not likely to act 


without giving, serious consideration 
to this important matter, taking coun- 
sel with the 
principal 
ulema 
and 


seeking the opinion of the wisest and 
most powerful men in the church. 


Mehemmed Rechad Effendi, the heir 


apparent t» the throne, who would 
probably be selected for the accession, 
has lived practically a prisoner for 
twenty-five years in the large palace 
and gardens not far from the Yildiz 
Kiosk.

No one 
has ever discovered the cause of the 
malady, from which death relieves 
the victim after such physical agony 
as almost deprives the human spe- 
cies of the power of speech, am:

by frenzied search for water to con: 
the 
thirst which consumes 
the-vi 


Once by a stream, they plunge or :;;i: 
Into it and quickly drink thomse-lvi'^ 
to death. 


The fatal sickness Is known to :i 


limited, extent in several sections of 
the State but exists principally no:;r 
Sparta, in White county. It is con- 
tracted through drinking the milk 01 
cows that have eaten a certain wcc-a, 
known 
as 
the 
"milksick 
wt-i/,1," 


which looks something like clover 
and grows thickly on the iiifei'^u 
land. But what constitutes the ;;oi- 
soa in the weed is no more C'.'tor- 
mined to-day than it was when !ii-:-i 
located by the keen witted, nn.:,1.::^. 
wise mountaineers who have been its 
chief victims. It has been ascribed u.i 
various times to minerals whose poi- 
son is absorbed in the roots oi the 
"milksick" plant; to a vapor from 
sorae fungous growth, and to the ac- 
tion of the dew, producing, in con- 
nection with the life of the plant, a 
certain poisonous acid. 
But all of 


these theories have failed under tests 
applied by practical science'. On I;HT 
largest infected section known to 
exist In the 
limits of the State, 


"Milksick 
Mountain," 
in 
White 


county, no mineral whatever exists; 
cattle which ate the "milksick weed" 
after 
the dew had dried died in 


agony, just as those which ate It 
when the dew was fresh and spark- 
ling, and the strictest search failed 
to find any fungous growth what- 
ever.—Louisville Courier-Journal.

Ridding of Ants.

But if this course do?s 
not avail, try a treatment of carbon 
bi-sulpbide. 
Pour a little of tnis 


Into each nest of ants, closing each 
opening after treatment by stepping 
on it. The fumes will penetrate the 
nest in every direction, killing both 
acts and larvae, but It soon evapo- 
rates and so does not injure the 
soil. 
Be careful, however, not to 


breathe or ignite the carbon bi-sul- 
phide fumes, and do not let the li- 
quid come in contact with vegetable- 
or useful roots. Do not uiicork iho 
bottle in a house or in a closed 
room.

called, in Italy, "brontldi," have been 
investigated by Prof. T. Alippi. of the 
meteorological and seismical observa- 
tory of Urbir-o, Italy. These brontidi 
are mos'ly hollow noises, resembling 
the echo of a distant explosion, and 
arc usually observed with a bright 
sky and calm air, occurring rather 
stidom in windy or rainy weather. 
They usually occur in tns afternoon, 
both in winter and summer. 
These 


noises would seem to be of atmos- 
pheric origin. 
They do not produce 


any physiological effects of their own, 
nor do they seem to be connected with 
local earthquakes, though they some- 
times cause window panes to vibrate. 
They are nearly everywhere consid- 
ered as presages of bad weather, and 
ara popularly supposed to be due to

echoes are transmitted to a distance.
